QUEEN’ S ASSAILANT. 
RODERICK McLEAN DEAD. 


DIES IN LONDON ASYLI™M. 


Roderick MeLean, who attempted 
to shoot Queen Victoria on March 2, 
1882.and subsequently was incarcerat- 
ed as 4 dangerous lunatic, has just 
died at Broadmoor asylum, London. 
The attempted murder of the Queen 
oceurred at Windsor, following the 
arrival of the royal train conveying 
the Queen, Princess Beatrice and her 
court from London. The Queen had 
just walked across the platform st 
Windsor station to ker carriage 
waiting when McLean, who was 
standing among a number of specta- 
tors, deliberately fired his revolver 
at her. The shot missed and the 
Queen was at once driven to'the 
castle, 

Following as it did such a short 
time after the death of President 
Garfield at the hands of Guitean, 
this attempted assassination of the 
Queen caused little excitement, 
especially since the Queen herself 


—| refused to pay much attention to the 


incident. Indeed. a cable dispatch 
from London on March 3, 1882, 
stresses the Tact that, while McLean 
was restless at the police station the 
night following his escapade. the 
Queen slept well. 

MISSED AT 30 PACES, 

The shot was fred from a distance 

of but thirty paces, and according 
to Princess Beatrice and a bystander, 
one John Brown, both of whom saw 
McLean fire the shot, he apparently 
tried to take careful aim, But good 
marksmanship was not @ characteris- 
tic of the lower class Britons of those 
days. 

Several - attempts were made to 
injure Queen Victoria during her reign, 
but, curiously, she refused to take 
them seriously. inasmuch as in every 
case the wowd-Le assassin was & 
crank, so that no political significance 
could be attached to the attempts. 

The first offender, Edward Oxford 
a “‘erack brained idiot,’’ according to 
an editorial of Match 4, 1882, fired 
twice at the Queen in 1840 with, 
apparently, no other object than to 
gain notoriety. He was placed in a 
lunatic asylum, but later released by 
order of the sovereign. Two years 
later John Francis fired a shot at the 
royal carriage from only a few feet 
away, but the carriage was moving 
rapidly and his aim was poor. He 
was sentenced to death, which was 
later cOmmuted to penal servitude 
for life. 

BOY'S BLUFF BROUGHT FLOGGING, 

A few weeks later a hunchback 


/ was prevented from firing a pistol at 


the Queen when his was caught 
by a.boy, standing near. In 1849 on 
Irish bricklayer, with 8 gun loaded 
only with powder, fired at Victoria, |. 
without injuring her, of course. The 
next year s former army lieutenant 
got close enough to the Queen to 
stnke her across the face with a 
stick. 

Forty-two years later a 17-year-old 
boy presented an unloaded pistol 
in an effort to persuade the Queen to 
grant amnesty to certain political] 7. 
prisoners. He was jmprisoned for 
twelve months and publicly flogged, 
largely as a matter of form, but in 
only one case previous to McLean’s 
attempt was the would-be assassin 
punished severely or, according to 
most staudards to the extent justified.

As first announced in the China 
Matl on Thursday, Hongkong Chin- 
ese intend to hold a big mass meeting 
at which to express theit disapproval 
ofthe extravagant things being pub- 
lished at Home in Pree and Parlia- 
ment,about the Mui Tsai custom, feel- 
ing that the agitators have added. far 
too much colour to their representa- 
tions, and that the Hongkong- Chinese 
as o community are being maligned. 

According to.a notice appearing in 
the vernacular press the meeting will 
be held at the Tai Ping Theatre on 
Saturday next. If certain allega- 
tions prove tobe founded on fact the 
meeting will request the local Govern- 
ment to pass a law abolishing the 
systern altogether. If found ground- 
less the Chinese will take steps among 
themsely es to prevent possible abuses, 

‘so aa not to give others excuse for 
making such allegations.” The notice 
in the vernacular papers reads as 
follows :— 

Whereas some people have asked 
questions in the House of Commons 
in London and incited all classes 
to. influence the Sccretary. of State 
for the Colonies to instruct the Hong- 
kong Government to take steps con- 
cerning our old practice of keeping 
servant-girls’ we, therefore, invite 
our fellow -Chinese residents in Tong- 
kong to attend a meeting to be held 
on Saturday, the 30th instant’ at 2.30 
pm., at the Tai Ping.Theatre, to 
discuss the following matters and 
pass stch resolutions as the ma- 
jority of those present may decide, 
so that the Hongkong Government 
will be fully acquainted with our 
views. As the question affects ser- 
iously our Chinese custom. we shall be 
glad ‘if interest be taken extensively 
at the meeting at the appointed time. 

Matters for discussion ;-— 

1. Isits fact that servant girls are 
brought up for prostitution ? 
Are servant-girke slaves? 

Are servant-girls kept for the 
sexual purposes of their masters 
who, when tired of them, -sell

Has the Chinese Government

Gradually, says the Siraits Eeho, 
public opinion is to make 
iteelf felt in the matter of the mui tsat.
